Tus Theatre was last night attended by a crowded and fashionable 
audience, and, perhaps, as discerning as any that ever graced’ a 
Theatre. Although there was au excellent and well chosen seleetion 
for the first act, supported by the eminent talents of Mrs. Savmos, 
Miss Sreruens, Miss M. Trev, Madame Camroresr, Mr. Brana, 
Mr. Sapio, and Mr. Moscuew.es’ performance on the Grand Piano- 
Forte, the chief attraction was Dr. Crorecn’s Oratorio of Palestine, 
which was performed by his pe: mission, tor the thid time in London. 
Jt very naturally brought the majority of musica! professers, and. the 
admirers of Englixh composition to the theatre. Persons eonnected 
with the musica! world, way be aware, but the public, generally, ean- 
not form an idea of the interest which its Announcement created ; 
the worthy doctor having treasured it vp with great care, and-wefuned 
to have it performed during the last twelve years, antil this oceasien. 
As a composit‘on, Palestine ranks hig: many of the airs and cho- 
russes are of the finest description. and were sdmirably performed, 
with some slight exceptions in the First Payt . indeed, we think, the 
Second Part was the most uni/ormiy-striking beth in compesition.gnd 
execution. The quertet of Lo! ster-fed Chiefs, and chorus, was 
very beautiful. M:. Kevixer’s two pieces of Shou palsicd earthy and 
Yet heavier far, were much admired. Mis. SvuMon’s air of WVo-mare 
your thirsty rocks, was loudly encored, Mr. Bocnsa accompanied two 
of the airs on the Harp, with fine tasie und execution, and they thet 
with deserved applause. ‘The concluding chorus was extremely grand. 
The whole of the Oratorio went off well, aud not without deserving the 
applause bestowed upon it. if we oes en opinion upon it as a whole, we 
should say that it was sufficient to beve given one delightful act. ‘The 
performers exerted themselves to the atest, and were much cheered. 














We are sorry to say that Miss Piiox eould not appear in conse- 
qtience of indisposition. ‘This was paricularly unfortunate, as she 
was to have taken a considerably share in Palrstine. 

Weare, however, rather astonished, that with so numerous a com- 
pany of female singers, Mr. tiensa could not have found a sub- 
staite for Miss Paironx, without givityg the music to Miss. Pree-and 
Miss @oonait, whe had already jiarts in the piece. Where was 
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Miss Foane !—who was, be it remembered, announced as one ef th» 
sompany at the beginning of the season. Mr. Bochsa deserves muci) 
praise, but he must listen a little to the public. No singer jas been 
more applauded than Miss Foros, although hitherto put in the bills 
at the end of the third act, when all were tired—perhaps Mr. 8. 
will favor us with a reason.
